"Sebensteen.Herman, 198 Stanton street. 
New York," a man with a letter address- 
ed John Kochnel, Bandusky, and lieun 
Blanc, of Obio, the only cabin passangei 
on board, and a man named Priedmann 
a merchant of Kowas. The othera not yet 
Identified are mostly women. Tho duel 
engineer was rescued after floating nbout 
for throe hours and was landed at Nevi 
Haven.

WRITTEN IN BLOOD. 


DUBLIN, Nov. 21.—At a League meeting 


held at Stop Aside, near Dublin, yester- 
day, Commoner Clancy, In the course of a 
speech, told his hearers that he had seen a 
letter smuggled from Tnllamore jail, writ- 
ten with the blood ot Mr. O'Brien. Michael 
Davitt also addressed the meeting and 
severely condemned the hide-and-seek 


tactics of Mr. Fyne la shutting himself 
inhUcaatle instead ot coming out and 
faejng the music like a man.

DIAMOND CUT DIAMOND. 


Remarkable Feat ol Ena-ineering Skill In 


Tunnel Bulldln?. 


NLW YorK, Nov. 2D.—About throe years 


BSO I wo 41-pound lumps of lead were 
suspended by pinno string wires in each 
of two holes, 400 feet deep, and a lot of 
engineers sighted across the lo'iver pai ts 
of the wires in each ho e to get the exact 
direction in 
which to bore a tunnel 


through the rock so that the tunnels 
should meet each other 8,000 feet away. 
The holes were 6,000 feet apart, and they 
marked the ends of a section of the new 
Croton aqueduct. The fonr bif? pieces of 
lead were steadied in tubes ot oil so they 
would hanp; free and yet not vibrate like 
pendulums. The two holes are back of 
Sing Sing, and they are called shafts 1 
and 2. 


Yesterday morning two drills working 


toward each other met, end to end. For 
several weeks the men knew that they 
were getting near to each other. The en- 
gineers' figures had predicted it, but the 
clear rapping of the drills told a plainer 
and plainer story everv dav, and for sev- 
eral dav the men have been able to make 
their voices heard, although there was 
fifteen or twentv feet of solid rock be- 
tween them.

Canal Company will very soon take the 
first practical step toward the construe- 
tion of the proposed canal connecting th» 
Carribean sea withjhe Paci;c..°^*">,l!1f 
party of forty surveyors and theh- assist 
antsi under the immediate control of civil 
engineer B. E. Peary, will leave New York 
City next Saturday on the steamer Honda 
for Nicaragua for the purpose of making 
minute and extended sutveys of the canal 
route. One hundred laborers wil'be added 
to the party when they reach Graytown, 
the eastern terminus of the proposed 
canal. The surveyors will at once begin 
the work of making an axial location ol 
the canal from sea to sea, and make addl- 
tional borings after "determinm- the sites 
of the locks, dams and embankments. A 
railroad will also be located to be built as 
soon as the construction of tlie canal* 
commenced. 
The railroad is to extend 


from the ocean harbors to the unimpeded 
navigation on either tide of Lake Nicara- 
gua " The proposed route of the canal ex- 
tends from the harbor of Grey town on the 
Cairibean sea, toBrito on the Pacific. Its 
total lenRth is 170 miles, of which thirty- 
nine miles \nll be excavated cana', forty- 
five miles navigation by Lose Nicaragua 
and eighty-six miles by tho r.ver fean 
Juan (the outlet of the lake) the basin ol 
the river Ran Francisco and through seven 
locks 
The lake will be connected with 


the Pacific br a canal about sixteen miles 


mThegconcesston granted by Nicaragua tc 
the company, and which wa. ratilied bv 
that government last April, is as libora 
as could be desired. 
It gives to the com- 


pany the exclusive privilege of budding 
and operating the canal and a railroad foi 
ninety-nine years, with a privilege of ex- 
tending their control for a like period. 
The seaports at 
tho entrances to tin 


canal nre to be free to the merchant ves 
sels 
Lai-re donations of lands in altern- 


ate sections on the route of the cana 
amounting to three hundred square miles, 
are given to the company. The final sur- 
veys now soon to bo commenced, are, 
under the terms of the concession, to bt 
commenced within one year after its 
ratification by the Nicaragua!! Congress, 
a -year and a haM is allowed to complete, 
and two million dollars must be spent ci 
construction during the first year of tin 


Admiral AmmeiJ, who has been long 


known as a champion of the Nicaragua 
canal project, believes this route is per- 
fectly practicable, tree from complicated 
or doubtful englneeilng problems, and 
thnt it is the most economical route for 
int^r-oceanic ship 
communication 
be- 


tween the Atlantic and Pacific oceans. 
He says that as now located, the naviga- 
tion from sea to sea would bo 1 TO mill's, of 
which forty are to be excavated, possibly 
admitting of a reduction of ten miles by 
the further substitution of estnarv navi- 
gation in the eastern dirtsion. Not less

dredgers, 
and the 


rernainded will almost wholly bo effected 
by machinery labor. The last partial sur- 
vey, made two years ago, developed the 
estuary of the San Francisco river Ttear 
the Carribean sea coast, actually adding, 
he says, fifty per cent to tho commercial 
value of the route. The further develop- 
ment of estuary navigation will doubtless 
shorten the mileage o£ excavation, and 
further lessen the cost of construction 
and maintenance of the canal; but to 
what extent can only be known when tlie 
work of this surveying party is complet- 
ed.

examine with a lens the head of a bee 
will sets on cither side the large, round- 
ed compound eye, and on the forehead 
or vertex three bright little simple eyes.

THE TERM "KICKER." 


An Entertaining Story of the Origin of the 
Now Popular Phraie. 


Tho term "kicker" belongs to the 


political phraseology of the times, and 
is applied to the discontented, dissatis- 
fied, pugnacious, selfish, obstinate voter 
who does not accept or approve the ac- 
tion of his party.
